There are numerous ‘bus or coach routes, except to Tower 
Hill for which the nearest routes are via the Monument, 
Fenchurch Street, The Minories or Aldgate.

RIVER TRIPS 


For those who fancy waterborne transport, there is a 
scheduled service between Westminster Pier and Tower Pier 
every 20 minutes in either direction, on and past the hour, and 
every 45 minutes from Charing Cross Pier to Tower Pier from 
2 p.m. Approximately 20 minutes duration. 


PARKING 

Coach drivers will probably be familiar with arrange- 
ments but Police advice is, after setting down passengers at 
Broad Sanctuary for Westminster Abbey, or at St. Martin’s, 
to proceed to the National Car Park at Vauxhall Bridge Foot 
until required to pick up their passengers again at an agreed 
spot, and to use the Corporation of London Car Park, Lower 
Thames Strect, adjacent to the Tower. For the Royal Albert

ABOUT THE FESTIVAL 


Welcome to London in mid-summer and Festival ‘70, 
especially to those who have travelled from distant parts of 
the United Kingdom, from other parts of the Commonwealth, 
from the Americas, from Belgium and elsewhere, to help in 
making the first Festival of the new look Toc H a memorable 
occasion. Thanks to you all. 


The response has far exceeded expectations for some 
events. Westminster Abbey cannot accommodate all who 
wish to attend the Festival Service and additional Services 
have therefore been arranged at All Hallows By The Tower 
and St. Martin-in-the-Fields. Applications for High Tea 
quickly exceeded the capacity of the Penthouse Restaurant 
and the Thackeray Room at Derry & Toms (under the same 
management) was added, This, too, was soon fully booked 
and as no other comparable facilities could be found, refunds 
have to be made to some 300 applicants, with apotogics. 
Some suggestions on meals appear on another page. 


Entrics for the Festival Art Exhibition have far exceeded 
expectations and make this an even more interesting display 
than was the Jubilee Art Exhibition of 1965. In particular, 
entries for the painting and colour print classes have more 
than doubled and, appropriately enough, embroidery and 
necdlework now feature as prominently as painting. The 
width and wealth of the talent within the Movement and its 
potential contribution to the creative use of leisure are 
clearly demonstrated, Perceptive purchasers may pick up a 
bargain or two. 


The Friends of the Old House have arranged a Guest 
Night at Prideaux House, Hackney, for Friday, June 19, 
which will be attended by the official delegation from the 
Town of Poperinge. Tickets for this event are issued to 
those invited. 


For those who have not ordered copies of the Souvenir 
Programme (which had to go to print prior to the arrange- 
ment of the additional Services), a limited number will be 
on sale during the Festival.

There should be little difficulty in finding 
restaurants in Charing Cross Road, the Strand or 
west of the Abbey. At Tower Hill, on both days, 
refreshment, on varying scales, may be found at 
Lyons, Kardomah, Billy’s Baked Potato, the Tower 
Restaurant or Tiger Tavern but there is a heavy 
tourist traffic in June. Fowler’s Restaurant and the 
Kingsbridge, along Eastcheap, towards the Monument, 
open on Saturday. Light refreshments and teas will al- 
so be available in the Moat of the Tower.
